NORTH AFRICA : 

1) Mr. Amory suggested that the Watch Committee consider 
the possibility of the Algerian/French Army attacking Tunis. After 
some discussion in which General Cabell pointed out that in his 
opinion this did not come within the Watch Committee's Charter 
it was agreed that he would pMpose the following question to the 
Committee at its meeting today: "H Massu attacks Tunis what 
will be the reaction of the USSR and the UAR ? "
